That ‘this is‘ now a serious 
possibility none can doubt. Ger- 
man troops: are massed on the.

train, although even yet, of 
course, the threat may not be 
translated into action. 

An invasion of Holland, whose 
neutrality cannot be called in 
question in one particular and 
Whose desire for” peace” has“ been’ 
made manifest again and again, 
would be a crime against inter- 
national law and against ‘the 
conscience of the world, 

But Nazi Germany has com- 
mitted too many crimes already 
to trouble about adding another 
to the list. 4 : ' 

Holland threatens no- one. 
She will be invaded, if invaded 
she is, simply because it seems 
expedient to Hitler‘to overrun 
tinother small nation for his war 
purpose. 

The threat against Holland 
comes because Herr Hitler.con- 
ceives that the Dutch conat, 
like Denmark, might. be | use- 
ful to him as a jumping-off 
ground for air raids on Britain. 

He will not get his air bases 
easily. Holinnd will fight if in- 
vaded, and call to her aid the 
forces of Nature by flooding her 
land against the invader.

Germany's position is very much 
weaker.

There aro seven groups of 
raw materials absolutely neces- 
sary for carrying on a war.

WASHINGTON, April 22 
(Router).—Rear-Admiral Taus- 
sig, former Assistant Chief of 
Naval Operations, addressing 
the Senate Naval Committee to- 
day, stated that Japan's promises 
in international relations “are 
worthless” and that Japan is 
“seeking to imposo her culture 
on the world by force.” 

Wo further stated that the trend of

Asserting that he, was expressing 
only his own viewpoint, Admiral 
Taussig said: “We would be war- 
ranted In using economic and Anancial 
means and, if necessury, force, to pre- 
serve the integrity of China.”

essentials such as oll, rubber and tin, 
Admiral ‘Tausslt expressed — the

Admiral, Taussig continued: “But 
we should not be placed in a pusl- 
tion of having to carry on 8 single- 
handed war ogalnst Japan."

OBITUARY 


Member Of Mr. Lloyd 
George’s War Cabinet 


oa London, Apr. 22. 

Mr. G. N. Barnes, a member of 
Lloyd George’a War Cabinet, died 
here on Sunday at the ago of 81. 
Ho had been in-o failing health since 
Inst August when he suffered a stroke. 

Mr. Barnes was a signatory of the 
Versailles Peace, Treaty, —United 
Press. . : : 

George Nicoll Barnes was born in 
Dundee in 1859, of a Yorkshire father 
and a Scottish mother. He started 
work in a factory ot 13 but was soon 
put to engineering. After two years 
at Barrow he went to London where 
he was out of work for months. He 
began trade union and Labour pro- 
pnganda and in 1889 became a mem- 
ber of the executive of the Amal- 
gamated Society of Engincers’ of 
which he was: made nssistant scere- 
tary in 1892, 

Hie contested Rochdale in 1895 and 
next year was appointed Keneral 
secretary of the AS.E. In July came 
the great strike 
day which Lasted till 1898. 

: Barnes was one of those who found- 

ed the Parilamentary Labour party 
in 1900. In 1905 he stood for Dlack- 
friars, Glasgow, Bonar Law's con- 
stituency. Here again he opposed an 
unauthorised strike despite the 
effect on his chance of being elected, 
telling the men they would get no 
strike pay, but he won the election. 
A strong advocate of old age pen- 
sions he became in 1902 chairman of 
the Labour committee formed to 
press for these and continued to 
agitate until the measure was enact- 
ed in 1908. Barnes was chairman of 
the Labour party in 1910 when ft was 
fighting for its Nfe against the 
Osborne judgment which hid declar- 
ed a compulsory levy by trade unions 
for political purposes Hicgal. 

When the war broke out he did 
much recruiting and later devoted 
himself to getting more adequate 
pensions and allowances for soldiers 
and their families. In 1015 he went 
to Canada to secure mechanics to re- 


J|place those called up and also visited, 


France to bring much-needed en~ 
gineers back from the treriches.- His 
son was Killed’ at the front in the 
same year. 

Jgining the Government as Pen- 
sions Minister in 1916, he did much 
to make that department more 
efficient, During Arthur Henderson's 
mission to Russia, Barnes took his 
place In the War Cabinct where one 
of his tasks was to set up commis- 
sions to inquire into industrial un- 
rest..

It was so far true that Austrin 
was, in fact, Hitler's, immediate 
objective. 

Of that there was no shadow of 
doubt, and in commenting on the 
grenter calmness of the 1937 
Party Rally, I had reported, “Ger- 
many to-day feels that sho can 
not only afford to wait, but by 
waiting will be yet stronger and 
more sure of her gonl.

An invasion of Holland, whose

- The White Book tells in impressiv.

This account of the events

How Invasion Started. 

The White Paper opens with a 
statement that on April 9 at 5 am, 
the German Minister in: Oslo, Dr. 
Brauer, came to the Norweglan 
Minister of Foreign Affairs and pre- 
sented to Prof. Koht a number of 
demands from his government, It 
continues: : 

“Severas hours defore these de- 
mands were presented, German 
forces had olready ottacked Norway.

Norwegians Fleeing 
Devastated Towns 


LONDON, Apr. 22 (Reuter). 
—The following message comes 
from Reuter’s special correspon- 
dent on the Norwegian-Swedish 


frontier, 

I returned here in the early hours 
of the morning after a 100 mile drive 
into the Norwegian war zone. I enme 
beck with two vivid impressions 
the formidable nature of the Germon 
nerlal attacks and the terror on the 
faces of the villagers ficcing from 
bombed villnges. 

After a drive across a rough track 
over the wild mountain height of 
Bradfjell, I drove Into the ‘ttle town 
of Grong (north of Namsos) to find 
everything in utter confusion, 

‘ Torrificd Villagers 
Terrified villagers carrying bundles 

of clothes were ficcing in desperate 

panic. : 

“Zhe Germans have bombed us. 
We are leaving the town,” sald a 
‘young Norweglan. ‘There have 
been many Engllsh soldiers down 
here. , They’ are now fighting the 
Germans down south,” he added. 

I called at the local Norwegian 
military headquarters and found them 
working by eandic light In on im- 
provised air raid shelter in a cellar. 

“"" Namsos In Flames 

_A Norweiian officer told me that 

Namsos was in flames and very badly 

damaged, - i : 

He said thut the British troops had 
already captured Steinkjacr und a 
battle was in progress south of that 
town. 

French, Norwegian and Engllsh 
troops, he added, were now in com- 
plete control of the railways and 
communications south of Greng and 
on both sides of Lake Snaasa 
(south of Namsos). :

There in the fAlekering Nght of an 
oil lamp on a Norwegian house, I had 
my first. meeting with the British 
ofilcers attached to the British ex- 
peditionary force. 

“Wo are getting along very well 
Indeed," ono of them sald, “but thiq 
peralstent bombing and machine gun- 
ning Is the devil.” 

The day before, he said, he had 
been in Namsos and German planes 
had been over the town continuously 
from 10 a.m, until 6 p.m, 

The town had been badly smashed 
and was blazing furlously in many 
places, But, he sald, there had been 
few casualties and os far as he knew 


the Britlsh troops. 

The soldiers and civillans alike 
were being: machine-gunned, he sald, 
in furlous alr attacks on all roads, 
villages and towns in the district.
